—Every House Blown Down— 
One Hundred and Fifty Per- 
sons Killed—Six Thou- 
sand Made House- 
less. 


A Scene of Ruin and Distress. 


Sr. THomas, August 23, via Halifax, Au- 


gust 81.—Another hurricane has swept over 
| this unfortunate

Funeral of Dr. Mason. 


Funeral oft Dr. Mason. 
Bos rox, —— 31.— The funeral of Rev. Sam- 
uel R. Mason, D. D., a victim of the railroad 
disaster, took place this afternoon in the Bap- 
tist Church, ambridgeport. Flags on the 
public buildings were at = en and many 
houses of business were closed The remains 
were deposited at Mount Auburn. 

THE CORONER’S INQUEST. 
The inquest in the Eastern railroad disaster 
was continued to-day. 

Ashbel Brown, ony, 20 of the Pullman 
train, sworn: To the best of my knowledge 
it was twenty-five minutes past 8 o’clock when 
the collision oecurred; started at five minutes 
past 8 from Boston. After I was ready to 
start the conductor gave a motion to George 
Lunt, depot master; then came alongside the 
engine in a hurry, and says to me: Look 
out for the Saugus branch train.“ I said, 
“All right.“ I then started, and the first stop 
made was at Prison Point; started and then 
stopped at Boston and Maine crossing; started 
from there and run to Mystic river bridge, 
the first place that I saw a light as a signal of 
danger. The first I saw swung from ‘a train 
going in the opposite direction. I whistled, 
and the brakes were applicd, and we came 
nearly to a stop. Knowing I had my train un- 
der full control, I whistled off brakes, ran a lit- 
tle way and saw a second light swinging in 
the middle of the track. Soon after, I saw a 
red light on a pole st Saugus branch. It was 
hauled down, and the tram that was ahead 
of me crossed the switches to Sau; gus branch. 
Afrer the switches were set, a light was run 
up. As ours was up, and another going up, 
this gave me the right of the road. ad no 
reason to suppose there was another 
train within six miles of me. Ran along, and 
the firrt signalof danger I saw was ‘after 
leaving Overhead bridge. I then discovered 
two lights. [Looking in his face the witness 
was affected to tears and could hardly go on.] 
Limmediately reversed my engine and whis- 
tled for brakes. Having done all in may 
power to stop the train, 
made preparations to leave the 
engine, thinking she would run into the rear 
end of the train. When I got five rods I 
jumped off, was thrown on my face and 
scratched a little; got up as quickly as 1 
could. My first. thought was W “*hether 
my fireman got off or not. 
Went up to my engine; she 

was blowing off steam, so I could not see into 
my cab; as soon as the engine got rid of the 
steam 1 looked into the cab and called the 
fireman by name; got no reply; went round to 
the other side of the train near where I 
jumped off, to see if I could find him; think 
when coming back I met him and asked 
if he was hurt: he said no. I then went to the 
train to give albthe assistance | could. Las- 
sisted several persons out of the wreck of the 
car; stayed around about two and a half hours. 
Heard that atrain was going to Boston, and, 
having done all I could, went home. 1 ‘think 
it was half past twelve o'clock when I 
entered my house. Knew nothing 
of my train after leaving; did not expect the 
train ahead; running not over 26 miles per 
hour when f passed Overhead bridge; the rate 
of speed when 1 jumped wae 10 miles per 
hour. The color of the lights was white; saw 


no red lights; saw nolantera swung being 80

Yesterday's issue of the Louisville Com- 
mercial contains a card from Isaac CaLpD- 
WELL. He disclaims, as a great man is ex- 
pected to do, the honor of having an or- 
gan; and yet, the better part of his com- 

which is not a lecture on 
journalism, may be described as simply a 
newspaper prospectus. No thoughtful man 
can rise from its perusal without a distinct 
impression that the writer regards himself 
as the custodian of very large and sacred 
Democratic ‘interests. He addresses his ob- 
servations to Mr. Henry WaAtTTERSON, 
Editor of the Counmr-JourNnaL,” and, 
having protested against the injustice of 
the criticisms he has been subjected to, 
proceeds to. justify them by telling the 
story of the rise, decline and fall of his 
confidence in that unhappy person.

Paris as the Capital. 

One of the gravest which agi- 
tate the people of France at present is that 
of the removal of the capital of the coun- 
try to Paris. Much ig said and written 
both for and against this project, and most 
violent debates have taken place in the 
French National Assembly on the subject. 
The contending parties in that body have 
assumed three different attitudes in regard 
to this matter, some favoring the immedi- 
ate removal of the seat of government to 
Paris, others being in favor of some other 
city as a temporary seat of government, 
and its ultimate removal ‘to Paris, while 
the third party propose to build a ne city 
to serve as a capital for France, just as the 
city of Washington was made the capital 
of the United States. 

The advocates of immediate return to 
Paris are the. more radical Republicans, 
who claim that France can never be again 
what it was unless the government return 
again to the grand metropolis on the Seine. 
All of the historical recollections of 
France, her grandest historical events, the 
greatest periodsof her existence, have Paris 
for their center. As long as Paris is not 


the capital of France, as long as the seat of 


the National Assembly, or that of any 
other legislative body, is not at Paris, the 
country, accustomed to having the govern- 
ment centered there, will look upon 
such a body only as a provin- 
cial assembly, to which the more distant 
provinces will only render obedience with 
murmurs. In fact, they allege that unless 
this measure is taken France will never be 
France again; it will be like the play of 
Hamlet with Hauler omitted. Not only 
this, they claim that Paris must remain 
anyhow the capital of art, literature and 
science in France, a grand meeting place of 
wealth and clegant life, and that it will 
rule France by its intelligence and its influ- 
ence even though the nominal capital 
should be removed to another place. But 
if the Assembly should neglect the 
just demands of Paris, which, as 
the Republicans claim, is entitled to be 
the capital by a hundred considerations, 
they say that the influence of Paris will 
be turned against the Assembly, and that 
if it does not speak in Paris it cannot talk 
to Paris. 

But all these considerations, important 
as they are, are outweighed by the fear of 
the insecurity of the Assembly in Paris, 
and this fear has had new food in the re- 
cent municipal elections, which haveshown 
that the Communists still have a vas tnum- 
ber of adherents in that city. The Con- 
servatives of the Assembly, mostly aristo- 
cratic land-owners, have always enter- 
tained anything but friendly ‘feelings 
against the Parisians, and these have been 
changed to intense horror by the late Com- 
munist insurrection. This dread of the 
Paris people is so general, even mod- 
erate Republicans are afraid of them, and 
for this reason itis not believed that the 
friends of immediate removal will 
prevail. Still less probable is the 
success of those who dream of the 
creation of a new City of Wash 
ington. The Legitimists, the Orleanists, 
and Ponapartists are fully aware of the 
fact that their respective sovereigns, if they 
should get into power, would have to re- 
turn to Paris, for only there could they 
dazzle France with the splendor of their 
courts, and this splendor alone could rec- 
oncile the French witha monarchy. A new 
city, or even the necessary improvements 
in one of the old royal residences of 
France, Rheims, Tours, or Poitiers, would 
cost immense sums. It is estimated that 
the cost of erection of suitable buildings 
for the different ministries alone would be 
about a hundred millions of francs, and 
this would be but a small part of the ex- 
penge. France, in her present condition, 
can not afford such an additional outlay, 
pressed as she is for funds, and her people 
brought to the verge of ruin. 

Hence the temporizing party are in the 
a:cendant, and the seat ot government 
will probably remain once more tempo- 
r:rily in some other city than Paris. The 
men who hold the destinies of France in 
their hands are evidently afraid to confide 
their precious persons to the confines of 
the unruly metropolis, and are bound to 
keep the Assembly away from Paris. Nor 
do the Parisians themselves make any ex- 
traordinary efforts to bring about a change 
in this detefmination. A removal of the 

seat of government, such as it exists at 
present, aside from the honor of being the 
capital, has but few advantages for the in- 
habitants of that city. The real advantages 
of such a reinstatement would only accrue 
in case some monarch should sit on the 
throne of.France. Then the magnificence 
of his court, the many receptions, balls, 


festivals, and sotrecs, the magnificent dota- . 


ticns to theaters and operas, the brilliant cir- 
cle of courtiers,and the whole dazzling para- 
phernalia of a royal or imperial household, 
would give a new stimulus to the trade of 
But they know that their 
city must infallibly become the capital as 
soon as a monarchy is established in 
France, and so they deem it 
best to lay on their oars. What 
do they care whether M. and Mad. 
TuHiEks, both honest, plain bourgeois, live 
in Versailles or in Paris? They lead an in 
expensive life, and are too old to indulge 
in the costly pleasures that bring money 
into the pockets of the merchant. What 
difference is it to them whether six or seven 
hundred deputies, mostly sober, ciose-fisted 
country gentlemen and lawyers, eat their 
mutton-chops in Paris or somewhere else? 
and that is about the whole the present 
administration of France amounts to. 
What Paris wants is something quite dif- 
ferent, and it will obtain it as soon as the 
expected change occurs. Until then, there 
is not much prospect of a removal of the 
French yer to Paris.

Revolting Revelations. 


From the New York Times, August 30. 


Our readers were yesterday reminded of the 
fact that us man Ascher“ was pretty tho- 
roughly exposed in the article en titled “The 
Evil of the Age,“ which oe in these col- 
umns a few days since.

Each farm is thus inclosed, and intrusted toa 
reliable tenant, who has his residence 
and a requisite number of houses for his 
laborers. There are four or five hundred men 

Near the residence 
of Mr. Sullivant is quite a village, inhabited by 
the men in his employ; there is a blacksmith's 
shop, with four fires, an immense building, de- 
voted to the protection of the agricultural im- 
plements, being quite conspicuous. Every im- 
provement in such implements has been seized 
on by this great farmer, who, at the same time, 
ia careful of his stock, and has his hundreds of 
plows carefully cleaned and varnished when 
they are put away for a season.
